National Guard 


Plans are under way for the organi- 


zation of a National Guard unit for 


Bay St Louis. 


Representatives from the Adjutant 


General's office in Jackson have met 


with various civic clubs, city officials, 


businessmen and community leaders of Bay St. 


in recent week concerning the estab- 


lishment of a unit here. 


The American Legion, Rotary Club, 
Chamber of Commerce and City Of- 
ficials have endorsed the establishment 
of a unit 

According to proposed plans an En- 
gineer unit of campany size will be es- 
tublished with consideration being giv- 

to an Engineer Aviation Company. 
A planning committee has been ap- 
pointed to secure a building to be used 
as a temporary armory. It will be 
necessary for the community to furnish 
a building until a permanent armory 
building can be built. 

A National Guard unit will be of 
benefit to the community in a num- 
ber of ways. The salaries and drill 
pay of the full-time employees and 
members will compare to that of a 
small industry. Equipment and per- 
sonnel will be available to go into im- 
mediate action in case of an emerg- 
ency or a disaster in this area, 

A local National Guard unit will 
permit young men who are facing a 
military future to begin their mili- 
tary training early. It is possible for 
au young man to complete his entire 
8 year military obligation in the 
National Guard right here in Bay St. 
Louis. Personnel who enlist in the 
National Guard before they come 18⁄2 
years of age are draft exempt as long 
as their National Guard service is sat- 
isfactory. Former servicemen can en- 
list with the rank held prior to re- 
lease from active duty. This also will 
give them an opportunity to continue 
their military training and advance- 
ment and retirement credit. 

Age limits are 17 to 35. 

A meeting of all personnel in the 
Bay St. Louis area who are interested 
in joining the unit will be held at the 
City Hall at 7:30 p.m. Monday night, 
October 4. 

Purpose of the meeting is to deter- 
mine the number of persons initially 
interested in forming the unit and to 
answer any questions prospective mem- 
bers may have concerning National 
Guard Service.

IN SLAYING OF FELLOW CONVICT 


A. C. Lafontaine of Hancock Ceunty 
was sentenced to death last week for 
the slaying of y fellow convict in their 
penitentiary dormitory last March.
